Bachtiol Smith, tbu 7-year-old daugh- 


ter of Abraham Smith, who renidos at 
654 Jackson street, diud early this morn- 
ing from tbe effect ol burns received lost 
Wednesday afternoon whilo 
playiug 


around a bonfire in the street. Smith 
is blind aud has been the object ol 
charity for a lone time. Several months 
•go big v?ifa died, leaving him with five 
little ouei to caro for. The cbildreu 
have b»ca «urnad out to beg and loaru 
the streets, for they had no one to care 
lot them or look after their wnnta.

iDfcflros. 
She wna the terror of the 


neighborhood in this respect. Wednes- 
day mlUrnoon she bailt, u little bmiflre 
in the street in • front of hor homo, 
•round, which the children of the neigh- 
borhood fathered. . . lUchao! wan. .iu. 
charge of.uffalrs'aa'd aha worked ia'lufi- 
trlonsly around thadu-rapa uac-hering-up 
paperi to be uied tiafuui to keep her fir o 


, going. .The neighbors ordered' their 


children away from the boo6.ro and 
B'«cha«l remained there' 'olinoit alone. 
She refused to heed, nil, warnings and. 
would Dot listen to the oommuuda ot the 
ladieo. When no atuampt waa. ui;ulo-to 
take her away sho'fought for her righto 
and refused to bo interfered with.

Lord Alfred Douglase, and Wilde.

Tho Monroe Doctrine ima never been 


Hturally enforced by this coon try. 
But 


it always serves o good purpose whan 
tny foreign nation threatens to inter- 
fere in the affairs of any of the Re- 
publics in North or South America. 
It 


is doing (July now whan the British 
have a little trouble in Nicaragua and 
moro In Vor.ozuoln. There is always 
the notice to keep hanJs off. Pres- 
ident Monroe formulated this doctrine 
in a message delivered to (/onRresa ID 
1823. 
Thure ia a tradition that John 


QuiDcy Adams, who was then SocroUry 
of State, eituer made or euggoited tliib 
national warning. It never liuJ the 
force of any legal eaactmuat. It sur- 
vives because it oxpi eases a policy that 
has secured genor'ul npuroral. 


Thero was ono iruiaiice when the 


Monroe doctrine was very near the 
point of a forcib.e application. Loots 
Nnpoleon hac! sjnt aa army into Max- 
ico, and hn<l ior a time driven tho Ra- 
pubiican I'reaideut, Juarez out of the 
Capitol. The warning was given that 
ii; iavaaion was the manifestation of 


an unfriendly 
attitude toward 
the 


"United 
States. There was a second 


•warning of far creator significance when 
President Grant sent word to Louis Na- 
poleon to vacate Mexico, or an army 
of veterans would be sent to drive the 
French army out of the country. 
It 


•waa the assertion of tho Jionroo doc- 
trine with a tittle verbal difference. 
The 


warning was effective. 
Except in this 


one instance, there has hardly beeu a vio- 
lation of this doctrine tinea it was first 
formally declared. It ia always in. order 
fcr service when thero i» any threat of 
foreign invasion. It ia made to touch 
the very coro of the difficulty. 
For 


political conjuring, thero ban been noth 
mu so potent as this clear and concise 
warning. Tho latest enunciation ap- 
plies In a timely way to the troubles in 
K.caragua ai.d Venezuela. British au- 
thorities 
have 
always 
denied the 


validity of any tnch restriction. But 
«hen the real teat cornea there 
is

at the banquet of the Merchant!' Ex- 
change last evening.

They 
first talked the matter no, turned It 
over on all sides, aad then went iu for 
tt. In that way the great sewer was 
constructed which leads from the city to 
tha ocean, a distance of more than fif- 
teen mil en—a public improvement con- 
ducted at a coat probably, 01 not leo» 
than, a quarter of a million dollars. 

Manu- 
facturing enterprises 
were 
started.

It was long ago a common obiervation 


that one source of 
tho aatonisbing 


growth of Chicago was in the unanimity 
of the businns men of that citr touch- 
ing public improvements.

In that way they se- 
cured the World's Fair in competition 
with New York and other large cities. 
They expended millions for that par- 
pose. But tbsy mmda the expenditure 
pay tenfold and more.
